Gentlemen, 

I  , have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Seventeenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Borough,-  and 
the  M’ork  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1920. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  follow,  as  far  as  possible,  the  directions 
contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Memorandum  of  January,  1921, 
as  to  the  subjects  to  be  repoided  upon,  together  with  the  order  in 
which  they  should  be  dealt  with. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  1920  was  16’0  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  being'  1‘9  below  that  of  the  jireviou.s  year,  and  2'd  below 
Hie  average  of  the  previous  ten  yeai's. 

The  infant  death-rate  was  the  lowest  on  record,  103  per  1,000 
bii'ths,  and  26  below  Hie  average  of  the  pievious  ten  yeai's.  The 
rate  for  the  96  Great  Towns  was  85.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARAC^TER 

OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Tlie  whole  of  Sunderland  is  built  either  on  impervious  clay,  or 
on  pervious  beds,  such  as  sand,  gravel,  ballaist,  or  “made  ground’’ 
resting  on  clay.  The  chief  ocicupations  of  the  inhabitantsi  are,  in 
addition  to  general  trade  and  commerce,  shipbuilding,  engine  building, 
coal  mining,  rope  making  and  glass  manufacture.  Tables  of  Vital 
Statistics  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 
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Tlie  amount  of  Poor  Law  relief  for  1920  was  £20,633.  There 
are  two  Hospitals  supported  by  voluntary  subsicriptions  and  one 
Poor  Law  Hospital ;  all  of  these  are  used  to  the  fullest  extent. 

SANITARY  CIRCUxMSTxlNCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Water. — The  water  supply  is  derived  from  deep  wells  sunk  in 
the  magnesian  limestone,  and  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 
The  results  shown  by  chemical  analysis  are  satisfactory.  A  report 
of  the  baicteiiological  examinations  will  be  found  under  that  heading. 
The  presenoe  of  Eaicilliis  Coli  in  the  drinking  water  is,  noi  doubt,  due 
to  the  deposit  of  manure,  dropping's  of  cattle  and  sheep,  and  of 
nightsoil  used  by  the  farmers  as  a  land  fertiliser.  The  bacilli,  washed 
out  of  these  deposits  by  thci  rainfall,  are  caiT’ied  through  the  subsoil 
and  thence  by  cracks  in  the  clay  and  fissures  in  thci  limestone  to  the 
wells  sunk  in  these  strata.. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  drainage  of  new  houses  has  been 
for  many  years  under  the  supervision  of  the  IMedical  Officer  of  Health. 
The  work,  which  is  inspected  by  an  Inspector  of  Drains  and  Sanitary 
Fittings  who  is  responsable  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  is  of  the 
highest  character.  The  sewers  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Borough  Engineer,  and  the  whole  of  this  work  is  carried  out  in  a 
iirst-class  workm.anlike  m.anner.  The  ari'angem.eots  for  the  draina.o:e 
and  sowei'jge  are  quite  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  The 
sewers  discharge  into  the  River  Wear  and  into  the  sea  on  the  fore¬ 
shore. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  abolition  of  the  open  privy-middens 
and  of  the  ash-clo-sets  has  bee\  steadily  proceeding  year  by  year 
(except  during  the  War)  under  the  Sunderland  Provisional  Order  of 
1900  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  the  following  Table  shows: —

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HOUSE  SOAVENGINO. 

1.  RiETMoval. — For  th©  I’emova]  of  lions©  refuse  the.  Borough  is 
divided  into  five  districts,  each  under  the  supervision  of  a  responsible 
foreiman,  and  the  whole  under  the  control  of  the  Cleansing  Superin¬ 
tendent,  who  act.s  under  the  administration  of  the  Borough  Engineer. 

In  the  collection  of  ashbin  refuse  four-wlieeled  horseil  vans  with 
screw  tipping  gear  and  sliding  covei'  are  in  use*,  and  in  the  collection 
-4  ashpit  refuse  two-wheeled  spring  carts.  The  ashbins  are  emptied 
in  th©  day  time  and  the  piivy-ashpits  in  the  night  time.  The  avei'age 
number  of  horses  employed  on  this  service  duiing  the  year  was  40 
per  working  day,  viz.  : — 36  on  ashbin  and  shop  refuse  (day)  work, 
and  4  on  aslipit  (night)  work. 

Th©  great  ma.jority  of  ashbins  are  attended  to  some  twice  and 
some  thrice  a  week,  a,s  is  found  necessary;  the  remainder,  mostly 
belonging  to  small  cottage  property,  where  experience  has  shewn  that 
little  refuse  is  made,  aiei  emptied  once  a  week.  Regularity  of  collec¬ 
tion  is  aimed  at,  that  is,  each  house  is  visited  on  regular  days,  a.s  near 
as  possible  at  the  same  hour,  so  that  the  Oiccupier  knows  when  to 
expect  a  call,  and  a  smooth  working  service  is  assuied. 

Two  t}q3es  of  a.shbin  are  in  use,  viz. : — a  galvanised  iron  bin 
placed  in  the  back  yard,  and  the  Dr.  Quine  or  simila.r  tipping  bin 
fixed  in  the  oritsid©  yard  wall.  The  latter  possesses  the  advantage 
that  it  enables  the  dustmen  to^  empty  it  without  having  to  gain  access 
to  the  back  premises,  as  is  nec.e&sa.ry  in  the  case  of  the  movable  bin. 
The  provision  of  the  fixed  type  for  some  years  past  has  been  com¬ 
pulsory  for  all  new  houses. 

To  lessen  the  waste-paper  nuisance  a  freci  collection  of  paper  and 
other  light  combustible  material  is  mad©  from  shops  and  offices  if 
tlie  material  is  packed  into  sacks. 

Th©  privy-ashpits  aa'©  emptied  once  a  week.  With  few  excep¬ 
tions  these  remaining  ashpits  are  of  the  small  covered-in  kind  com¬ 
monly  known  as  “ash-closets,’’  and  are  so  constructed  that  ashes  and 
excreta  are  well  mixed.  The  contents  are  shovelled  direct  into  the 
cai't  without  contamination  of  the  street  surface. 

2.  Disposal. — For  the  disposal  of  refuse  theire  are  three  tipping 
places  situated  at  different  parts  of  the^  riverside,  where'  the  contents 
of  the  collecting  vans  and  carts  are  shot  into  hopper  barges  and 
conveyed  to  sea,  outside  the  three-mile  limit.  As  far  as  possible  we 
dispO'S©  of  night-soil  collections  to  local  farmers  for  us©  as  a  land 
fertiliser.  The  Health  Committee  have  recently  erected  a  plant  for 
the  purpois©  o.f  cruishing  a,  proportion  of  the  town’s  refuse  into  a  fine 
powder,  with  the  view  of  disposing  of  the  same  to  farmers  and 
gardeneirs.  This  plant,  however,  is  not  yet  at  work,  but  it  is  hoped 
to  make  a  start  at  an  ea.rlv  date. 

Our  waste-])aper  collections  are  destroyed  by  fire,  as  at  jn'esent 
there  is  no  mairket  for  this  material. 
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FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.— Tli©  gieinepal  oo'nditio'ns  iinden'  which  milk  is 
P'roduoed  do  not  tend  to  its  wholesomei  character.  In  m.ost  of  the 
sampleisi  examined  in  previons  yeai"s  Bacillus  Coli  has  been  found  in 
very  largei  numbea's,  indicating  manurial  [dilution.  The  IMedical 
Officer  of  Health  is  now  having  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  quantitatiwe  examination  for  the  presence  of  dirt.

— Table  G,  page  5G,  gives  the  number  of  inspections  and  the 
woi'k  of  the  meat  Insjjecto'i".  There  is  no  |)ublic  abattoir,  slaughteiing 
being  done  in  private  slaughteir-lioaises.  There  are  63  of  these,  this 
large  number  making  it  impossible  for  adequate  inspection  of  meat 
at  the  time  of  slaughtei'.  Thev  are  all  kept  in  as  good  condition  as 
liossible.  Table  7  gives  the  number'  of  carcaseiS'  and  pai'ts  of  cai'cases 
condeiinned  foi”  tubei'culosisu

Scarlet  Fever. — Table  J,  page  29,  ishows  tbe  number  o^f  cases  of 
Scai'Let  Fever  notified  during  the  last  ten  years,  the  attack  rate,  fatality 
})er  eeut.  of  case®,  and  the  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The 
nuinbei*  notified  in  1920  exceeded  the  average  number  for  ten  yeiars 
by  lo‘5  per  cent.  The  attack  rate  was  below  that  average.  Both 
the  fatality  rate  per  cent,  and  the  death-rate  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  are  veay  low  indeed.  83’ 9  of  the  cases  notified  were  admitted 
to  the  Borongh  Sanatorium.  The  “  Return  cases  amounted  to 
I'b  per  cent. 

Diphthehia. — There  were  80  notifications,  a,  decrease  of  6  con- 
traudcd  with  the  jirevious  yea-r.  The  average  numlrer  notified  during 
t  he  last  ten  years  was  118,  so  that  for  1920  there  were  68  per  cent, 
less  tlian  the  average.  The  attack  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population 
was  OT)]  and  the  fatality  rate  16’ 2  per  cent. 
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Table  K  gives  thei  case  nioiiality  and  clealli-ratei  pea’  1,0'00  foa'  tlie 
last  ten  years.  Full  usie  is  inadei  of  the  gratuitous  supply  tO'  IMedical 
Praotitioinei'S  of  diplitlieriai  anti  toxin. 


Whooping  Cough. — There  were  19  deaths,  tlie  death-rate  being 
O' 1 2  ;ais  compared  with  O' 11  for  the  previous  year. 

Typhoid  Fevek. — There  were  only  6  notifications  reiceived  during 
thei  year  and  noti  one  death. 


Measles. — This  disease  is  not  now  compulsorily  notifiable;  the 
notiifioations  referred  to-  are  those  principally  sent  by  school  teachers. 
378  cases  were  notified  and  there  were  24  deaths,  equal  to  a  death- 
rate  of  Oi'lo  per  1,000  of  the  population,  or  about  one- third  of  the 
average  death-rate  for  the  last  ten  yeai’s. 

161  of  the  cases  were  of  school  age. 

The  Infants’  Departments  of  the  following  Schools  were  closed 
for  three  weeks  during  1 920  : —

The  Babies’  Class  of  the  Redby  Infants  Avas  also  closed  for  three 
weeks. 

Encephalitis  Libthargica. — There  rveire  3  cases,  of  which  2  died. 

Ceri;Ibro- Spinal  Fever. — There  Avere  2  notificationsi ;  both  the 
cases  died  on  the  day  of  notification.  SAvabs  Avere  taken  finm  all  the 
contacts  and  sent  to  the  Bacteriologist  at  the  University  of  Durham 
College  of  Medicine,  NeiAvcastlei.  All  Avere  negative. 

Pneumonia. — 420'  notifications  Aveire  recei\’'eid;  they  Avere  of  the 
usual  type,  not  influenzal.  They  Avere  12' 9  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the 
notifications  during  the  previous  year,  thei  increase  being  probably  due 
to  the  cold,  wet  and  vaiiablei  Aveather  of  the  first'  quaiter. 

Malaria  and  Dysentery. — There  Avere  23  of  the  form.er  and  5  of 
the  latter';  all  casies  had  ooourred  primarily  abroad. 

Influenza. — There  were  43  deaths  ascribed  to  this  disease,  equal 
to  a  death-rate  of  O' 2 7  per  1,000'  of  the  population.  There  was  no 
epidemic,  the  cases  being  sporadic.

Cases  requiring  surgical  treatment  sent  to  local  hospitals  as  need 
arises,  and  for  tliese  the  Council  pay  £2  9s.  Od.  per  week. 

Arrangements  made  to  send  selected  medical  and  surgical  cases 
(non -operative)  of  children  under  16  years — no  definite  numl3er  of 
beds  arranged  for — to  Stannington. 

Children  fi'om  school  clinic  attend  dispen.sary  each  Monday. 

Medical  Practitioners  freely  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
of  sending  oases  for  diagnosis  tO'  dispensary.  235  cases  in  1920.  The 
working  of  arrangements  for  periodical  reports  on  insured  patients 
under  domiciliary  treatment  might  be  improved,  but  as  the  profession 
in  this  town  was  seriously  ove>rworked  and  understaffed  dming  the 
war  peaiod,  it  was  impossible  to  secure  regularity ;  this  has  been 
considerably  improved  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  j)atients  who  are  feeling  fit  for  work  neglect  attend¬ 
ing  the  panel  doctor,  and,  in  spite  of  calls  from  our  Health  Visitoi's, 
decline  to  attend  at  the  dispensary. 

There  are  only  two  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  for  a  population 
of  160,000'  and  it  isi  impossiljle  to  carry  out  as  satisfactorily  the 
following  up  of  cases  where  diagnosis  is  doulitful.  I  liave,  personally, 
always  found  the  i)atieiits  were  anxious  to  attend  for  re-examination. 

Above  remarks  apply  to  examination  of  contacts.  It  is  jjhysically 
impoissible  for  oiie  man  to  undertake  the  whole  of  the  work  witli  a 
population  of  160,000  and  examine-  moi'c  than  a-  limited  number  of 
contacts. 
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There  a.re  no  speeial  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  in  use. 

Dental  Treatment. — Tlier©  is  none  provided. 

No  provision  for  nursing  patients  at  home.  About  three  cases 
a  inonth  get  a  milk  allowance  of  2  pints  daily  for  30'  days. 

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Treated  at  local  hospitals  at 
charge  of  <£2-  9s.  Od.  per  week.  When  patients  can  afford  it  they  are 
expected  to  contribute  to  the  cost;  this  also  applies  to  surgical 
apparatus,  otherwise  the  Council  defrays  the  cost. 

Care  Axm  After-care. — No  provision  is  made. 

Patients  seeking  employment  are  refeirred  to  Labour  Exclrang© 
and  Guild  of  Help. 

Nine  shelters  in  use.  Of  these,  six  lent  to  Insurance'  Committee. 

They  are  inspected  yearly  by  T.^I.O.  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  repairs  or  reneiwal  of*  clothing  attended  to. 

Special  difficulties  encountered. — The  insanitarv  condition  of 

t' 

much  of  the  pro'perty  in  the  old  paid,  of  the  town  and  the  exposed 
position  on  the  N.E.  coast'  making  it  difficult  to  treat  cases  out  of 
doors. 

During  15  months,  ending  31st  March,  1920',  the  number  of 
patients’  examinations  1,035,  making  4,692  attendances.  Of  these 
241  weie  found  to  be  non- Tuberculous.

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  indebted  to  Dr.  Rowstron  for 
much  of  the  information  contained  in  this  part  of  the  Report. 

Ari'angements  were'  made  with  the  authoiities  of  the  Royal 
Inffrmary  for  the  use  of  a  special  building  as  a.  Clinic  for  Venereal 
Diseases.  This  building  compiises  a  waiting  room  of  large  size,  an 
office,  a  consulting  room,  an  operating  room  fon  treatment,  and  an 
irrigation  room.  The  scheme  gradually  developed  from  two  sessions 
per  week  and  no  iriigation  dejjartment  to  six  sessions  per  week  and 
two  iriigation  dejiartments,  one  for  women  and  one  for  men ;  from 
on©  medical  officer,  one  sister,  one  nurse  and  O'D©  orderly,  all  part- 
time,  to  one  jiart-time  medical  officer,  one  whole-time  sister,  one 
whole-time  nurse,  one  part-time  nurse,  and  one  whole-time  orderly. 
The  medical  officer  is  now  a  whole-time  official. 

With  regard  tO'  tlie  adequacy  or  otherwise'  of  the  provision  made, 
and  the  lines  on  which  the  schem.©  needs  t'O  be  extended  oi*  modified 
as  the  I'esult  of  expeaience,  the  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Infirmary 
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infoTmeid  tlie  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  April  1st,  1921,  that  the 
medical  offioer  in  chargei  of  the  department'  has  been  consulted  and 
that  in  his  opinion  the  immediate  requirements  are  a,s  follows : — 

(1)  3  Additional  Clinics  (Ante  Natal,  Children’s  and  additional 

Male  Sesision,  making  a  total  of  9  Sessions  per  week). 

(2)  More  Beds. 

(3)  The  provision  of  a  V.D.  House  Surgeon. 

Cordial  co-operation  exists  betweien  the  officers  of  the  Clinic  and 
the  members  of  the  medical  profeission. 

Patients  come  readily  for  diagnosis  as  well  as  for  treatment. 

In  addition  to  iiTigationsi  during  Clinic  hours,  the  Clinic  is  open 
for  this  treatment  as  follows  : — 

Males. — 11  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.  and  5  p.m.  to  6-30  p.m.  daily. 

Females. — 8-30'  a.m.  daily. 

In  this  department  dressings  are  done  and  preventive  treatment 
is  carried  out. 

No  further  facilities  are  required  for  Borough  cases,  but  C<>unty 
cases  cannot,  as  a  rule,  travel  to*  Sunderland  for  irrigations,  and 
irrigation  stations  should  be!  provided  where  expeiience  shows  they 
are  required. 

The  number  of  medical  pi'actitioners  in  the  aiea  who  are  qualified 
to  receive  free  supplies  of  salvarsan  substitutes,  in  addition  to  the 
honorary  staffs  of  hospitals,  is  about  twelve.  These  are  medical 
practitioners  wffio  have  attended  the  Clinic  for  short  periods  and  have 
become  conversant  with  the  technique  of  V.H.  treatment. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  number  of  cases  for  whose  treatment 
salvarsan  substitutes  have  been  supplied  to  practitioners  by  the 
Council;  in  1920,  325  doses  were  supplied. 

The  medical  practitioners  have  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities 
for  pathological  examinations  by  sending  casies  to  the^  Clinic;  the 
figures  ai'e  not  available,  but  thei'e  is  a  steiady  influx  of  such  cases ; 
the  practitioners  also  send  material  to  the  University  of  Durham 
College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle,  for  examination  and  for  a^  report 
thereon. 


BIRTHS. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  1920  numbered  5,414 
(2,784  males  and  2,630  fomalets),  the  birth-rate  being  34‘9  per  1,000 
of  the  population.

NOTIFICATIONI  OF  BIRTHS  ACTS,  1907  A  1915. 


The  above-named  Acts  provide  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  father  of  a  child,  if  he  is  actually  residing  in  the  house  wliere 
the  birth  takes  place,  to  give  notice  in  writing  of  the  birth  to 
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the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the  child 
is  born,  within  tliiity-six  honrs  after  the  birth,  and  enact  tliat 
any  person  who  fails  to  give  notice  of  a  birth  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  not  exceeding  twenty  shillings.

I  understand  that  a  daughter  has  been  born  to  you  and  that 
no  notification  of  such  birth  has  been  made  to  me  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  above-named  Acts.  Unless  you  at 
once  call  at  my  office  and  give  a  satisfactory  explanation  it  will 
be  necessary  for  further  action  to  be  taken  in  the  matter.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELEARE. 

COMMENTS  BY  THE  M.O.H. 

Still  Births. — Special  enquiry  is  made  with  respect  to  Still 
Biidhs,  g’enerally  by  the  Superintendeait  Health  Visitor,  and  always 
undei"  her  supervision.  Particulars  are  obtained  as  to  previous  births, 
complications,  mother’s  general  health,  work,  length  of  labour,  occur¬ 
rence  O'f  previous  miscarriage,  condition  of  foetus,  health  dmdng 
pregnancy,  suggeisteid  cause  by  mother,  etc. 

Infant  Deaths. — Full  enquiry  is  made  as  to  the  cause  of  deaths 
of  children  up  to  the  age  of  5  years,  especially  as  to  kind  of  feeding, 
condition  of  home',  character  of  mother  with  reispect  to  personal 
cleanlineiss,  etc.,  management  of  child,  clothing,  storage  of  food,  over- 
ci’owding,  and  sanitary  deifectiS.  Particulars  of  still  births  and  of 
infant  deaths  arei  entered  on  separate  Ciardsi  and  filed  for  reference. 
There  is  completei  co-ordination  with  the  school  medical  service  and 
all  other  agenciesr  working'  for  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  children. 

Ante-Natal  Work. — This  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Thorp.  Advice  is  given  to  e'Xpectant 
mothers  at  the  Centres  and  there  is  a  special  Ante-Natal  Clinic  held 
by  him  at' the  Corporation  Maternity  Home  once  a  week.  In  1920 
there  were  203  expeictanti  mothei's  attending  this  clinic.

AND  INSPECTOR  OF  MIDWIYES.

To  THE  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  reiport  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Borough  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year  1920. 

Changes. — We  commenced  the  year  with  a,  staff  of  seven  Health 
Visitors: — Su]jerintendent  and  six  assistants.  In  March  three 
additional  assistant  Health  Visitors  were  appointed  and  the  Borough 
divided  intO'  nine  districts  for  the  purpose  of  their  work,  which  makes 
an  aA'erage  of  about  550  births  for  each  Health  Visitor. 

O 

In  April  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  opened  at 
the  Jeffrey  Hall,  Monkwearmouth.  There  are  now  eight  Centres 
under  Amur  charo-e. 

I'  e 
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Our  removal  from  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Atlien,oeum  Buildings 
has  given  to  us  inoreiased  aiCiCommodation,  which,  has  greatly  helped  to 
facilitate  the  work  of  this  department. 

Notification  op  Births  Act. — During  the  year  5,414  births  were 
registered  in  the  Borough.  Of  these  5,149  were  notified  tO'  you. 
5,015  were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors,  and  kept  under  supervision, 
which  is  equal  to  92i’5  per  cent,  of  births  register ed,  and  95  per  cent, 
of  births  notified. 

R,e- Visits. — There  were  13,201  re-visits  ma,de  to  infants  under 
one  year,  and  15,881  to  children  from  1 — 5  years.  At  these  visits 
effort  is  always  made  to  persuade  thei  motlier  tO'  bring  her  baby  to 
the  Infant,  Welfare  Centre  in  her  district.  Advicie  is  given  when  nec,e'S- 
sary,  and  the  leaifletisi  dealing  with.  Child  Welfare  arei  distributed. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres. — There  are  now  eight  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  in  the  Borough.  These  arei  very  popular.  There  is  an  ever 
inci'easing  atte,ndancei  week  by  week.  The  advice  given  by  Dr.  Thorp 
at  the  consultations  which  he  conducts  at  each  C'entre  e,very  alternate 
week,  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  mothers.  It  is  good  toi  se^ei  the 
confidence  and  hope  he  inspires  in  many  of  them  when  he  puts  them 
on  the  right,  lines  in  the  care  of  the  bahy  who  is  not,  thriving. 

The  Health  Visitor  for  the  district  is  in  attendance  at  the  Centre 
every  week.  She  isuperviseisi  the  weighing  of  the  children,  giv,eis  the 
advice  that  fa,lls  within  her  province,  both  individually  and  in  the 
health  talk  that  always  follows  after  the  weighing. 

She  is  also  in  attenda,nce  at  the  doctor’s  consultation,  m.a,kes  a 
note  of  a,ny  needing  spcicial  care,  and  on  the  advice  of  the^  doctO'r 
follows  them  up  during  the  week.

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Thei  aggregate  attendaiice  for  the  year  was  20,289. 

Of  the  1,436  children  whose  names  are  on  the  registers  of  the 
Centres,  not  more  than  1,000  are  infants  under  one  year.  As  the 
infant  population  is  about  5,000,  it  lea.ves  about  80  per  cent,  of  the 
chiklren  under  one  year  to  be  visited  by  your  Health  Visitors  in  the 
routine  district  work. 

Milk  Grants. — In  August  a  milk  scheme  was  forfnulated,  and 
passed  by  the  Council.  This  enables  necessitous;  cases,  on  the  advice- 
of  the  i\Iedical  Officer,  to  obtain  free  grants  of  m.ilk  or  dried  milk. 
As  dried  milk  isi  largely  used  in  Sunderland,  the  schem.-e  is  worked 
from  eac-h  Infant-  Welfare  Centre,  under  the'  supervision  of  the 
Superintendent  Health  Visitor.  The  Health  Visitor  at  the  C’entre 
gives  to  t-hei  neceissitous  m.ot-her  her  grant  ca-rd,  this-  she  take-s  to  the 
volunta-ry  worker  in  charge  of  the  diied  milk.  The  cards  are  returned 
to  the  Healt-h  Office,  where  all  nec-es-sa-ry  rec-ords  are  kepjt-.  Thus 
there  is  no  estra  expense  incurred  in  the  administra-tion  of  the  -scheme.

The  voluntary  workersi  continue  to  fidfil  their  duties  in  the 
interest  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  in  an  erithusiastic  way,  and 
the  good  relations  between  the  official  and  the  voluntary  st-aMs 
coniinue  to  exist. 


Children’s  Act. — There  were  33  foster-children  under  supervision 
during  the  yea-r,  a-nd  230  visits  v'ere  }>aid.  These  childi'e-n  are  visited 
once  a-  month,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  to  ensure 
t-heir  receiving  a-dequa-te  ca-re,  as  I'e-quired  l)y  the  Children’s  Act. 

Midwives  Act. — Th-ere  were  34  midwives  who  notified  their 
intention  to  pi’a-ctice  in  the  Boro-ugh  during  1920.  Eight  of  these 
were  from  the  District  Nurses’  Home,  four  from  the  Maternity  Home, 
a-nd  one  from  tlie  County.  One  aged  midwife  died  during  the  ye-ar. 
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This  leaves  20'  Borough  midwives  working  independently.  The  fol- 
lo'wing  is  a  list,  of  the  midwiveis,  showin,g  thei  e.xt.ent  of  their  practicei : — ■

If  we  dedn'ot  the  oasesi  attended  by  the  District  Nurses,  and  those 
born  in  the  Maternity  Ho^me,  we  find  that  3,103  caises  were  attended 
by  the  independent  midwives,  which  is  equal  to  an  average  of  155 
cases  for  each  midwife.  As  the  fee  is  25/-  per  case,  this  would  give 
to  her  an  income  of  about  £190'  a.  year.  Out  of  this  she  pays  1/6  per 
case  to  insure  against  having  toi  send  for  medical  aid,  and  she  must 
pay  for  the  upkeep'  of  hei"  bag  and  laundry,  as  inquired  by  hei’  Rules. 
But  the  work  is  not.  evenly  divided,  for  the  personality  of  the  midwife 
is  a  greiati  factor  in  her  profession.  Some  are  more  popular  than 
others.  Moreover  they  are  not  always  a.ble  nor  willing  to  live  in  a 
district'  that  is  moistly  in  need  of*  their  servic.es.  The  result  is.  th.at.  a 
few  are  greatly  overworked  and  others  have  very  few  cases.  When 
municipal  midwives  aie  appointed,  the  distiicts  will  be  more 
adeiquately  served. 

The  ca.ses  attended  by  midwives  equals  71  per  cent,  of  the  total 
number  of  births  registered. 

There  were  received  from  the  midwives  726  recordsi  of  sending 
for  medical  aid.  The  following  table  will  show  the  reasons  why 
medical  aid  was  summoned : —

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PuERPEEAL  Fever. — Of  thei  12^  cases  of  Puei'peral  F'evep  nofifiecl 
in  tlie  Borough,  four  of  theis©  occiui'red  in  the  praictice  of  t.he  disti'ict 
midwife.  All  neciessiary  precautions  were  taken,  and  noi  case  oecuiTed 
a,s  the  result  of  a,  previous  one. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — There  were  116  cases  notified  during 
the  year.  Of  these  91  attended  the  Eye  Infirmary  as  ont-patients. 
Thei'ei  were  85  ca,seis  ocicurring  in  the  midwives’  practice,  and  67 
I'ecoi’ds  of  sending  for  medical  aid  were  sent,  to  you.  Seveii'al  caseis 
developeid  after  the  teinth  day,  when  the  midwife,  had  finished  her 
visits.  Ma.ny  of  the  cases  notified  needed  only  a  very  few  days’ 
treatment. 

The  large  numbei”  notified  isi  not.  due  to  an  incirease  of  this  disea, se 
in  the  Borongh,  but  toi  thei  fact  that  special  care  is  taken  to  put  under 
treatment,  eveiy  case  of  inflammation  or  discharge  of  the  eyes, 
however  slight. 

We  regret  that  one  child  h.a.s  beeom.e  blind  as  the  result  of  delay 
in  having  it  put  under  m.edicial  treatment..  The  midwifci  responsible 
wa.s  reported  to  t.h,ei  Central  Midwive,s  Botard.  Shei  was  severely 
censured  and  judgment  was  postponed  for  six  months. 

i 

IpvsPECTiON. — The  Inspector  of  Midwives  pa,id  90  visits  to  the 
homes,  of  the  midwivesi  for  the  purpose^  of  inspection  of  registei',  ba,g, 
etc.  On  t.he  whole  t.hey  were  considered  satisfa.ctiory,  exciept.  in 
three  cases  where  a.  warning  from  thei  Inspector  haiS  ha,d  the  desired 
effect.  There  ai'e  still  two  aged  m.idwives.  who  a.i'e  unablei  to  take 
pulse  and  temper aturei.  In  other  reispects  they  are  capa,ble  midwives 
and  have  given  no  trouble  Avhatever  duiing  the  year.  166  visits  were 
paid  to  midwives’  c.a,ses. 

Midwives’  Association. — The  Midwdvesi’  Association  continueis  to 
meet,  once  ai  month,  the  members  being  kcienly  interested  in  its  work. 
The  Inspector  of  Midwives  wa.s  re-elected  President,  and  the  Senior 
Health  Visitor,  Secretary. 

In  October  a  lecture  Ava.s  given  by  Di.  Gordon  Bell  on 
^^Haemorrhage,”  a,nd  in  November  one  by  Dr.  Mitchell,  of  the  Eye 
Infirmary,  on  Ophthalmia.  Neona.torum.”  These  lecturesi  were  most 
helpful,  a,nd  greatly  a.ppieciated  by  the  members  present. 

In  June  the  midwives  decided  toi  raise  their  fee  to  25/-  per  case, 
and  to  pay  into,  the  Medical  Aid  Fund  1/6  for  each  case. 

This  fund  continues  to  be  helpful.  When  me.dic.al  aid  has  been 
summoned  by  the  midwifei,  no  pa.tient  hais.  been  caked  upon  toi  pay 
both  doctor  and  midwife. 
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As  a  rule  the  midwife  persuades  the  patieut  to  pay  the  doctor  at 
the  time  when  hisi  aid  isi  sought,  and  she  claims  her  fee  from  the 
Medical  Aid  Fund.  During  the  year  <£212  5s.  6d.  was  paid  into  the 
fund  by  the  midwives.  The  claims  amounted  to  £240  10s.  Gd., 
leaving  a  deficit  on  the  year’s  working  of  £28  5s.  Od.  Of  this,  hoAv- 
ever,  the  Borough  Treasurer  received  £19  7s.  Od.  as  part  payment  of 
doctors’  fees.  Thus  our  indebtedneiss  to  the  Health  Committee  is 
£8  18s.  Od.  for  the  year. 

Ante-natal  Work  is  done  by  the  m.idwives.  The  Health  Visitor 
gives  advice  if  she  should  meet  an  expectant  mothei'  in  her  daily 
visitation, /but  no  record  has  been  kept. 

The  Inspector  of  Midwives  has  visited  15  expectant  mothers,  at 
the  request  of  the  midwives.

General  infectious  diseases,  as  Avell  as  Tuberculosis  cases,  are 
admitted  to  the  Council’s  Borough  Sanatorium,  situated  about  two 
miles  froan  the  oenti'e  of  the  Borough  and  about  |--mile  beyond  the 
Borough  Boundaiiy.  Cases  of  Smallpox  are  sent  to  the  Smallpox 
Hospital  of  the  North-East  Durham  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board 
at  Whiteleas,  a  distance  of  about  4  miles  from  the  centre  of  the 
Borough. 

The  Borough  Sanatorium  contains  70  beds  (2,000  c.  ft.  each) 
for  general  infectious  diseases,  and  32  for  Tuberculosis,  12  of  these 
being  for  ex-service  men. 
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Cases  notified  from  the  Borough,  and  number  admitted  to  the 
Sanatorium  during  the  year  1920.

that  1,700  liousesi  would  be  required,  making  a  total  of  4,700.

Very  many  houses  have  the  water  supply  laid  on  only  in 
the  yard,  the  conseiquence  being  that  water  has  to  be^  carried 
to  the  first'  floo'r’  and  in  many  cases  to  the  second  floor,  thus 
leading  to  lack  of  cleanliness. 

In  the  older  parts  of  the  town  there  is  only  one  W.C. 
foa‘  eV'ery  twelve  persons  per  house;  it  would  be  vc'iy  much 
better  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  sanitation  and  of 
morality  if  there  were  one  W.C.  for  each  family.  As  to 
refuse  disposal  in  general,  together  with  mea.sui'es  taken 
during  the  year,  see  House  Scavenging  Re]joi‘t,  page  4, 
and  Table  A,  page  3. 

Therei  is  great  need  for  each  tenant  having  a,  proper 
sepairatei  pantry  for  storage  of  food.

The  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  by  the  District 
Inspectors,  including  appointments  and  advisory  visits  with  owners 
agents  or  trays-people,  advising  as  to  official  requirements,  etc  ’ 

totrr4n"ffir'*T?‘'"w“tT'  progress  of  work! 

total  40,612.  The,  Wodvshops  Inspector  made  8,962  inspections, 

toe  Food  Inspector  6,811,  and  the,  Milk  A  Dairies  Inspector  4  74,3— a 

total  of  60,128.  (See,  Tables  1,  6,  10,  1.5  *  17.) 

The  number  (ff  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
undCT  the  vanotK  Public  Health  Acts,  Local  Acts,  and  Bye-laws  was 
9,lo(  (of  those  2,6 1 7  ware  Sta,tutory  and  6,480  Preliminary  or  Infor¬ 
mal  notices).  In  addition  a  large  number  of  nuisances  was  abated 
and  improvements  of  a  sanitary  nature  made  on  the  verbal  instruction 
or  advice  of  the  Inspectors  (Table  2) 
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The  niunbeir  of  tests  applied  to  drains  was  1,277,  of  these  1,139 
were  water  tests,  118  smoke  tests,  and  20  chemical  tests,  itpplications 
were  received  from  74  owners  or  occupiers  to  have  thei  drains  and 
sanitary  fittings  at  their  houses  examined  and  tested,  and  in  38  cases 
defects  were  found;  reports  with  recommendations  of  the  work 
necessary  to  put  the  premises  into  good  sanitary  condition  being 
sent  to  the  owner.  On  the  Inspectors^  suspicion  of  nuisance,  43  tests 
were  made,  17  of  which,  proved  toi  be  defective. 

On  premises  where  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  or  Diphtheria  had  been 
notified,  the  drains  in  all  cases  were  tested. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  at  the  office  was  612.  Of 
these,  1 1  complaints  were  of  overcrowding,  5  of  which,  were  unfounded ; 
528  were  tenants’  complaints  of  dam.pness,  uncleanliness,  and  general 
dilapidations,  48  of  which  werei  prom.pted  by  neighbcurs’  quarrels 
or  were  found  to  have  been  abated  prior  to  the  Inspector’s  visit  ; 
7  were  smoke  nuisances  (2  unfounded);  the  remaining  66  being  of  a 
miscellaneous  nature  (15  unfounded). 

OVERCROWDING. 

The  cases  of  overcrowding  were  much  in  evidence  during  the  past 
year.  This  class  of  nuisance  has  been  steadily  on  the  increase  for 
some  years  and  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  scarcity  of  houses;  par¬ 
ticularly  is  this  the  case  with  the  small  tenement  or  cottage. 

Great  forbearance  has  had  to  be  exercised  with  regard  to  the 
serving  of  notices  and  the  enforcement  of  same  owing  to  this  lack 
of  accommodation. 


ALTERATIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  insanitary  privies  and  ashpits:  abolished  during  the-  past  year 
number  471.  These  were  replaced  with  washdown  water-closets  and 
approved  ashbins.  210'  broken  or  otherwise  defective  water-closet 
b'asins  were  replaced  with  new  washdown  pedestal  basins;  615  fe..t  of 
cast  iro'U  drains,  9,218  feet  of  stoaieware  drains  have  been  laid,  and 
1,617  feat  of  new  4-inch  cast  iron  soil  and  ventilation  pipe  fixed. 
(Table  4.) 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  included  505  Scarlet 
Fever,  as  against  463  in  1919;  Enteric  6,  as  against  15  the  previous 
year.  These  cases  were  visited  by  the  District  Inspectors  for  the 
purpose  of  enquiring  as  to  the  origin  of  the  disease,  arranging  for  the 
removal  of  the  patient  to  the  Sanatorium,  and  the  disinfecting  of  the 
house,  etc.  (Tablp  1.) 

The  work  perfoiined  by  the  Disinfector  is  given  in  Table  29. 
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HOUSING  ACTS,  1890  to  1919. 

There  weire  32  Closing'  Orders  outstanding  at  the  end  of  1919. 
Of  these  seven  have  beien  detiermined,  threei  honsieis  havei  beien 
demolished  withoiiti  Dennolition  Orders,  fivei  after  servieei  of  DemiOlition 
Orders,  and  11  Demolition  Orders  were  still  outstanding.  In  three 
cases  it  was  decided  t'O  takei  no  further  action  as  thei  premises  were 
unoccupied  and  so  situated  as  toi  causei  no^  nuisance.  Two  were  istill 
under'  consideration,  being  ocicupied,  and  thei  alterations,  Ac.,  unable 
to  be  cairi'ied  out.  whilst^  the  tenants  remained ;  and  one'  where  it-  wa,s 
deicided  t'O  re-serve  Order  in  conseiquencei  of  a-  change  of  O'wnership. 

There  were  ninei  Cloising'  Orders  madei  -dui'ing  thei  year',  one'  being 
Determined  and  onei  Demolished.  The  remainder  are  still  under 
co'nsideration.  The  number'  'of  housesi  inspecited  and  measured  with 
a  view  to  future  act-ion  under  theisei  Acts  was  673. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  have  been  fairly  well 
conducted. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Slaughter  Houses,  Butchers’,  Fish,  and  Fruit  Shops  have 
bee'U  system-atically  inspected.  (Table  6.) 

I  am-  pleased  t-o  be  ablei  to  report  that  thei  majority  of  the 
tradesp'eople  engaged'  in  the  sale  of  foodstuffs  seek  the  advice  O'f  the 
departmicnt  when  any  doubt  arises  a,s  t'O  the  fitness  or  ot-herwisei  of 
their  goods  for  huma-n  consumption,  auid  voluntarily  siurriender  any  on 
the  assura-nc-e  of  th,ei  Inspectors  that  th-e  same  is  unfit  for  human  fo'od. 
This  is  well  seen  by  -referencie  to  Tahle  7. 

A  pleasing  fa,ctor  is  that  it  was  not  found  necessary  toi  taJv©  any 
legal  action  in  consequence  of  this  practise. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  Inspector  appointed  for  t-hisi  purpo'se  has  paid  great  attentio'n 
to  them,  and  the  Cowsheds,  Dairies  a-nd  Milksho'ps,  also  loe-c-ream 
St-orcis  ha-ve  been  regularly  inspected  with  a  view  t-O'  seeing  that  the 
milk,  etc.,  is  properly  sto-red  and  pro'tected  from  contamination. 
(Tab'les  8  &  11.) 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  premises  where  O'ffensivei  trades  are  co'n ducted  number  152 
which  include  99  fried  fish  shops  (Table  9). 

These  premises  are  regularly  visited  and  ©very  effort  mad©  to 
see  that  the  particular  business  is  so  conducted  as  to  prevent  or  miti¬ 
gate  as  far  as  is  practicable  any  nuisance  arising  from  such  business. 
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In  this  matter,  as  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  it  is  very  desirable 
that  new  Bye-laws  should  be  adopted  for  regulating  these  particular 
trades  and  businesses  as  provided  for  by  Section  61,  Public  Health 
Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 

SHOPS  ACTS,  1912-13. 

The  number  of  visits  made,  and  the  variety  of  shops  requiring 
inspection  under  the  above  Acts  (and  special  Closing  Orders  in  respect 
of  various  trades  and  businesses  which  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of 
the  Shops  Acts),  to-  see  that  the  various  sections  were  being  complied 
with  are  given  in  Table  15. 

The  irregularities  met.  with,  are  stated  in  Table  18. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  INSPECTION. 

The  number  of  visits  of  inspection  to  these  premises  was  3,035, 
deitailsi  of  which  are  given  in  Table  17. 

The  notices,  including  Outworkers’  lists  and  repO'rts  from  the 
Inspector  of  Factories  of  defects  found  by  him  were  76.  75  com¬ 

munications  were  forwarded  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  of  defaults 
discovered  bv  our  Inspectors  and  remediable  by  the  Factory  Inspector. 
(Table  16.)  “ 

The  number  of  Factories,  Registered  Workshops,  Domestic  Work¬ 
shops  and  Workplaces  is  given  in  Tables  20,  21,  22,  and  23. 

ANALYSIS  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

The  numbei'  of  samples  purchased  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  waiS'  306;  of  these  119  were  purchased  in  accordance  with 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  remainder  (187)  being  informally 
pm^chased. 

Of  the  former,  lOd  were  certified  to  be  genuine,  and  175  of  the 
latter.  For  details  see  Tables  26  and  27. 

MILK  AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS,  1912. 

The  samples  taken  specifically  under  this  Act,  and  all  samples 
of  milk  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  were  re-examined  by  the  analyst  for  the  presence  of  pre¬ 
servatives.  (See  Table  14.) 

The  Inspectors  also  purchased  and  delivered  to  the  College  of 
Medicine  at  Newcastle,  for  bacteriological  examination,  82  samples 
of  milk.  167  samples  of  water  were  collected  and  submitted  for  a 
like  purpose.  The  results  of  these  are  given  in  the  Medical  Officer’s 
Report. 
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RAG  FLOCK  ACT. 

12  samples  were  taken  under  this  Act  during  the  paisti  year.  (For 
Analyst’s  results  and  remarks  see  Tahlei  28.) 


It  wais  fotund  neeeissiary  tO'  report  to  the  Health,  Committee  390 
persons  who  had  failed  to  comply  with  notices  served  upon  them  for 
the  abatement  of  nuisances,  and  the  Committee  gave  authority  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  for  compliance  with  the  said  notices. 


These  persons  were  then  informed  by  letter  and  advised  to  comply 
with  the  Committee’s  requirements,  with  thei  result  that.  26  summonses 
only  were  issued,  9  of  which  were  withdrawn,  the  nuisa.nce  being 
abated  after  the  service  of  the  summons  and  before  the  hearing 
thereof.  The  remaining  17  were  disposed  of  by  meains  of  Abatement 
Orders. 


In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  continuance  of  their 
confidence  and  support;  and  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  and  hearty 
assistance  in  the  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties  which  devolve  upon 
the  Inspectorial  staff  of  the  Department.
